The U.S. imperialists have of late em- 
barked upon the criminal road of openly 
waging an aggressive war against the 
South Vietnamese people. 

The U.S. imperialists have already ship- 
ped into South Vietnam all kinds of mili- 
tary personnel numbering thousands and a 
great amount of modern combat materials, 
set up even the operational headquarters 
under the name of the so-called “Military 
Assistance Command” and are perpetrating 
armed aggression for putting down the 
righteous patriotic struggle of the South 
Vietnamese people. 

Due to the armed aggression of U.S. im- 
perialism, flames 
flare up in South Vietnam and the danger 
of the spread of the war-fire is growing all 
the more. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea resolutely condemns 
the armed aggression the U.S. imperialists 
are committing in South Vietnam in gross 
violation of the Geneva agreement on In- 
dochina as a direct menace to the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam and a grave 
challenge to peace in Indochina, Southeast 
Asia and, furthermore, in the whole world. 

As is widely known, the U.S. imperialists 
had schemed to break up the 1954 Geneva 
Conference itself, which was for restoring 
peace in Indochina. And since the first day 
after the Geneva agreement was concluded 
thanks to the staunch struggle and unflagg- 
ing efforts of the Vietnamese people and 
the people throughout the world, they have 
unscrupulously plotted to scrap it.

Dinh Diem puppet regime in South Viet-

to their aggressive base, have impeded the 
peaceful reunification of Vietnam by under- 
mining the holding of all-Vietnam general 
elections envisaged in the Geneva agree- 
ment and have turned South Vietnam in- 
to a_ living hell infested with oppression 
and terror. 

Unable to put up any longer with the 
aggression and colonial domination of U.S. 
imperialism, the South Vietnamese people 
have risen up as one with arms in their 
hands in the just fight for the right to ex- 
istence and for liberation. 

The U.S. imperialists have steadily step- 
ped up the military intervention mano- 
euvres against the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple in order to preserve the terror rule of 
the Ngo Dinh Diem clique, their minions, 
which is shaken to its foundations by the 
patriotic struggle of the South Vietnamese 
people. 

Particularly, since Kennedy’s accession 
to power, the U.S. imperialists have further 
expanded in every way their military inter- 
vention in South Vietnam and are today 
perpetrating direct armed aggression. 

All these facts prove that U.S. imperial- 
ism is the very chieftain of aggression and 
war, international gendarme and vicious 
foe of peace and mankind. | 

The U.S. imperialists are again putting 
out shamelessly the cliche about “commun- 
ist aggression” to justify their criminal ag- 
gressive acts in South Vietnam. 

But, no one will be fooled by -this trite, 
deceptive words the U.S. imperialists utter 
habitually whenever they commit aggres- 
sion. 

Had it not been for the aggression of the 
U.S. imperialists on South Vietnam, Viet- 
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nam would have long been unified peace- 
fully and the people of Indochina would 
have been leading a peaceful life. 

The U.S. imperialists engrossed in war 
and slaughter stoop to any ways and means 
for realising their aggressive ambition. 

Today the U.S. imperialists are commit- 
ting the unpardonable criminal acts of 
openly using even chemical weapons, along 
with modern weapons of all types, to sub- 
jugate the South Vietnamese people and 
achieve their aggressive aim. 

The Korean people clearly know the ag- 
gressive nature of vicious U.S. imperialism 
through their experiences of practical life. 

The U.S. imperialists occupying the south- 
ern half of our fatherland are running 
madly about to provoke a new war, bring- 
ing into South Korea even atomic weapons 
and guided missiles in gross violation ot 
the armistice agreement. 

Today the U.S. imperialists have set up 
a military fascist dictatorship in South Ko- 
rea to patch up the tottering foundation 
of their colonial rule and are intensifying 
the sanguinary suppression of the people 
and, at the same time, are scheming to 
frame up the so-called “Northeast Asia 
Military Alliance” spearheaded against the 
Asian people by instigating the Japanese 
militarists, the sworn enemy of the Korean 
people, ard the South Korean puppet clique. 

It is none other than the U.S. imperialists 
who have been imposing immeasurable 
misfortunes upon the Korean and Viet- 
namese peoples and hampering peaceful unt- 
fication in Korea and Vietnam. 

Through the experiences of a protracted 
struggle against imperialism, the Korean 
people are convinced that the aggressive 
machinations of the imperialists can be 
frustrated only when the peoples of all 
countries firmly unite and wage a deter- 
mined struggle. 

On February 18 the government oi the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam issued a 
statement protesting against and denounc- 
ing the direct armed aggression of the U.S. 
imperialists against South Vietnam and 
demanding the governments of the co-chair- 
men countries of the Geneva Conference 
and the countries concerned to take effective 
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measures at an early date for checking the 
armed aggression of U.S. imperialism 
against South Vietnam. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea fully supports this 
just demand of the Government of the De- 
mocratic Republic of Vietnam and strongly 
holds that the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
must immediately stop the armed invasion 
against South Vietnam, dissolve the ‘“Mili- 
tary Assistance Command” and pull out of 
South Vietnam at once taking all combat 
units and lethal weapons. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea considers that the 
governments and peoples of all countries 
should strive for the realisation of the just 
demand of the Government of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam and, in parti- 
cular, that the co-chairmen of the Geneva 
Conference on Indochina and the partici- 
pants in the Geneva Conference should per- 
form without delay their weighty responsi- 
bility for curbing the armed invasion of the 
U.S. imperialists and ensuring the strict im- 
plementation of the Geneva agreement. 


The righteous struggle of the Vietnamese 
people against the U.S. imperialists and for 
winning the peaceful reunification of the 
country greatly contributes to the cause of 
safeguarding peace in Indochina and Asia 
and inspires the struggle of the peoples of 
colonial, dependent countries for national 
independence and liberation. 


With no desperate machination can the 
U.S. imperialists arrest the just struggle of 
the Vietnamese people who stocd up for the 
complete liberation and freedom of their 
country or frighten the South Vietnamese 
people who have risen up in a heroic re- 
sistance. 

Only an ignominious defeat is in store for 
the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

In the future, too, as in the past, the Ko- 
rean people will actively support and en- 
courage the righteous struggle of the broth- 
erly Vietnamese people and be always with 
the Vietnamese people in the common strug- 
gle against the aggressive policy of the 
U.S. imperialists and for preserving and 
consolidating peace in Asia and the world.
